URAND JURY

Tells of Bribing of Sup=
crvisors.

TURNSSTATES EVIDENCE

Rumored Movement en Foot to
Make Schmitz Resign no
Officially Confirmed.

RUEF WILL TELL EVERYTHING

Declares That He Lost More Money
In Politics Than He Made—Hin
Sentence When Pronounced Will Be
Indefinitely Suspended,

BAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—Abra-
ham Ruef today mude good his detlas
mation of yesterday thnt ho would turn
stito's gvidonces and nesist the bribery
graft prosecution In Its  campalgn
agninst  municipal corruption. Ruef
obeyed the summons from the grand
jury this afternoon and went in charge
of Spocial Agent Burns and another
deputy to the grand jury’s headquar-
ters In the Natlvg Sons' Hall where he
took the witness stand and sabmitted
to on examination that lasted from
120 p. m. untll after § p. m,

When the ordeal was over, Ruel
cillsd the neéwspaper men around him
and sald that he had promised the
grand Jury to divulge nothing. Dis-
triot Attorney Langdon and Asalstant
Dintrict Attorney Hensy llkewise re-
fused to make any statement whatever,
From Speclal Agent Burns, It was
fearned that the only matter on which
Rusf was questioned was the alleged
bribing of Mayor Schmitz and the 18
supervisora by the United Rallronds to
grant that corporation permission to
electrify Its 260 miles of street railway
system. If Burns' understanding of
Ruaef's testimony ls correct, the fallen
hosx told the grand jury that Prosident
Calhoun, Assistant Uresldent Mullaly,
Chief Counsel Ford and Assistant
Counsel Abbott of the United Rall-
roade pald or caused to be pald the
sum of $200000 for the privileges
named, tht $81,000 of this amount was
Ruef's "foa" that $60,000 went to
Rehmitz and the remalning §89,000 was
hanged to the 18 supervisors, 18 of
whom rectived $4000 sagh and another
$10,000 and Chalrman Gallaghor of the
finance committes §15,000,

Aftey the exnmination. of Rusl was
concluded the geand jury remained in
an expoullye sesafon untll 8:80 o'elock.
Subsequently the statement was made,
hut not oMolally confirmed, that in-
diotments had besn volsd against four
high oMolals of the United Rallroads
and Bchmity, as predicted by an ofMcor
of the prosscution two weeks ago, The
understanding ia that the onrrying out
of the séntence that fa to be Imposed
on Ruef two weeks hence by Julge
Dunne wil] be indefinitely suspended,
In order that when Ruef takes tho
stand In court agninst “Those higher
up" his testimony shall not be that of
n fonvict, Dm’"‘r’ Burns ls the au-
thority for the sfatement that it Is
tha purposs of the prosecution to send
Ruef to prison eventually, dbut the
trial of the corporation officlals will It
Is thought take so long that Ruef's
incarceration In the penitentlary will
boe \elayed for at least a year. No
mova has bosn made for his admitt-

Jesty's own cossack escort, which had
betn found during a rald. The use of
a regulation uniform ls the favorite
device of the terrorists and the cossack
gurb lg an opeén spsame to palaces at
Tsarskoa Helo and Peterhof, After the
‘soldler had made a confession, the
news went' the rounid among the mem-
bers of the Imperial guard. The cos-
snck sergeant, who was a gatekeaper
at one of the entrances to _the palace,
becnme frightened and alsa confeased.
